Kristin D. Kern declares as follows: 

1 ) That she was formerly known as Kristin E. Griffin; 

2) That she is a citizen of the State of Ohio, having a residence at 272 Shepherd 
Lane, Marysville, Ohio 43040; 

3) That she is an inventor named in the above-identified application for United States 
patent; 

4) That she submitted a declaration under the provisions of 37 CFR § 1.132 dated 
July 10, 2003; 

5) That she affirms the statements made in that declaration and incorporates them 
herein by reference; 

6) That she has been advised that the claims of the above-identified application for 
U. S. patent have been rejected under § 103 of the Patent Statute, the Examiner 
citing Pool, U. S. Patent No. 2,638,636 (Pool) in view of Feleppa, U. S. Patent No. 
5,700,102 (Feleppa) and Thornton, U. S. Patent No. 3,673,720 (Thornton) and 
Reilley etal., U. S. Patent No. 5,120,941 (Reilley, etal) with substantially the same 
reasoning being given in the initial Office Action; 

7) That she has been advised that the Examiner has added Glass, U. S. Patent No. 
6,148,551 (Glass), Flea Market Slide Show and Howes, Jr., U. S. Patent No. 
3,982,758 (Howes, Jr.) and Duarte, portions of a website of the City of Duarte, 
California; 

8) That the present invention is directed to an outdoor retail merchandising technique 
typically employing the parking lot of a retail facility wherein a retailing environment 



is developed on a seasonal basis in a highly improved manner involving the 
utilization of anchors, poles, tension cables and large signage to define an 
entrance region, bay regions beneath overhead signage and a cash/wrap region 
immediately entirely visible to the customer; 

9) That Glass describes a large inflated balloon which carries a large Nylon sign; 

10) That she is informed that Glass was combined with Feleppa with respect to 
claims two and three because the banner attached to the balloon is made of 
Nylon; 

11) That the "banner" is in fact a sign carrying plastic letters which is very large and 
does not move; 

12) That by contrast, the flag assemblies of the present invention are concerned with 
attracting visual attention and the utilization of Nylon represents an improvement 
for that purpose; 

13) That Glass teaches a stationary Nylon sign attached by Velcro to the side of a 
large balloon; 

14) That there is no rationale in combining Glass with Feleppa for the above purpose; 

15) That she is advised that the Examiner has asserted that Flea Market Slide Show 
shows a signage "Cigars" as well as a canopy covering a marketplace to provide 
shelter; 

16) That she has observed the entire website of Flea Market Slide Show and that the 
page 2 of 2 (Brew Fest) photograph cited by the Examiner is misleading; 

17) That the Flea Market website reveals that Flea Market, Inc. is a large facility in San 
Jose, California with about 1,000 permanently structured buildings, one of which 
is clearly present in the Examiner's cited sheet 2 of 2; 

18) That page 10 of 10 at the Flea Market Slide Show also shows Summer Brew Fest 
and that it is provided within a large permanent building which is the same or 
closely resembles the building illustrated at sheet 2 of 10; 

19) That the Brew Fest is clearly associated with some food service and not with a 
method and system for presenting merchandise having given trade dress at an 
outdoor paved surface 

20) That the only display of merchandise shown on the Flea Market Slide Show 
website is a Crafter Holiday Faire which also is contained within a permanent 
building facility and is shown at page 6 of 10 at the website; 

21 ) That home page 6 of 1 0 of the Flea Market Slide Show has no resemblance to the 
present invention in terms of signage, poles, pennants, anchors, interconnections, 
and bay heights; 
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22) That a copy of the Flea Market, Inc. of San Jose, California website is annexed 
hereto as Exhibit B; 

23) That Duarte is a compilation of city codes which only vaguely describe banners 
as vinyl reinforced web thirteen ounce devices having a size of four feet times 
four feet wide times ten-thirty feet long; 

24) That Duarte was cited for reciting street banner poles, however, there is no 
description of what the poles are and how they are used whatsoever; 

25) The Examiner referred to cable snaps which shall be installed the length of the 
banner on both the top and bottom; 

26) There is no description in Duarte as to what the cable snaps are attached to in 
addition to an unusually dimensioned banner which resembles an elongate square 
tube; 

27) That she has been advised that the Examiner has, in effect, equated the cable 
snaps with break-away devices as claimed and described in the above-identified 
application; 

28) That Duarte, if anything, teaches away from break-away devices inasmuch as it 
requires wind pockets within the banners; 

29) That Howes, Jr. shows a parking lot mounted tennis court, a portion of which 
utilizes pole supporting sleeves; 

30) That the reference does not show or teach any control over the effective level of 
the bottom of the sleeve as taught and claimed in the subject application for United 
States patent; 

31) That the claimed engagement surface provides for an alignment of pole tops, a 
subject not considered in Howes, Jr.; 

32) That all statements made herein of his own knowledge are true and that all 
statements made on information and belief are believed to be true, and further that 
these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and 
the like, so made, are punishable by fine, or imprisonment, or both, under §1001 of 
Title 18, and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the 
application or any document resulting therefrom.

The spartan menu offered homemade 
sandwiches, basic beverages, and some candy.

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week and is home to 30 snack bars, street vendors, and sit down 
restaurants offering a delectable variety of international and 
American classic foods, plus more than 60 roving snack and 
beverage carts specially designed by the Bumb family. 

From its initial handful of family members and part-time 
employees, The Flea Market has grown to encompass 500 service 
employees carefully trained and supervised by Ogden 
Entertainment Services, along with a direct Flea Market staff or 
150 people who work in management, constmction, food service, 
and maintenance. 

The Flea Market property encompasses about 1 ,000 small 
buildings, 1,000 open-air stalls, and all sorts of amenities. One 
thing Bumb is fanatical about is having an adequate number of 
restrooms that are extremely clean and maintained. 

The Flea Market is completely self sufficient, building everything 
here ourselves, we have generators, water pumps, sewage holding 
tanks, everything needed to sustain the market through a weekend 
if there's a failure of power, water, or sewer services. 

And what draws the hordes of visitors Wednesday through Sunday all year long, from dawn to 
dusk? A better question might be what doesn't draw them. At this flea market, you can find 
anything from toys to tires. The Flea Market's quarter mile long produce row is the busiest 
outdoor produce market in California and features produce from local farms and around the 
world.
